By capturing the Germans’ mussive fot
tineations at Tahure French
pleroed the Kalwer's lines on u front of
more than fAve miles and their guns now
dominate the Challerange-Bonancourt
Rallway., It is over this Mne that th
Gormsn forees In the “Hloody Angle"
formed hy the Olse and Alenc have re-
eelved most of thelr supplles, and thelr
positinp there hms been rendered precar-
fous by the lateat French succens.

The French artillery battered the Ta-
hure fort and Its nelghboring defenses
for aix days before General Joffre o
deradl his infantry to advancs Within an
Bour the shattered fortifications were in
the hands of the tootaoldiers. who dashed
through the waters of L'Ormolse rivalet
and ended with thelr bayonets the lives
of all the Germans who reslsted them,

Several companiea of Tesulon troops,
frapped In the deep concrete and ateel
fortifteations, surrendered without resist-
ance.

According to the Paris military experts
the French victory at Tahure surpasses
in strategical value that which resulted
iIn the capture of Hill No. 191, north of
Mnsniges, when the Allies’ offensive wan
opened late In September. They numert
that the army of Crown Prince Frederick
Willlam, which for more than a year
has held a sallent position weat of Vers
dun, has been pul In a dangerous posi-
ot because It Is now open o mitack
from two sides

The latest French wvictory, which re-
sultad In a galn of a mile In Champuene,
shows that Oeneral Joffre's offenmve
movement to cut the German lines of
cemmunication is not slackening; ratler,
It i» gaining momentum.

With 'the southern line of the Besan-
sourt-Challerange Hallway under the
domination of Prench guns, the Germans
must rely almost whelly upon wagon
Arnine and motor tranaports to supply
thalr army In Champagne. There in an-
other raliway ranning from Besuncourt
to Challerange by way of Vouniers, Mus-
slgny and La Chalet, but it is many miles

the rear of the German army.
